Book Expenditures of Libraries 

NEW analysis of the budget of public 
A libraries which appears in the March Ist 

number of the Library Journal gives 
new facts as to the expenditures on books 
by the libraries of the country This particular 
study covered sixty cities of population rang- 
ing from 90,000 to 1,000,000. The average 
amount expended for bdoks was 7c, per 
capita. The book expenditures ranged from 
7% per capita to 26% of the library’s in- 
come. If, as the American Library Associa- 
tion estimated, our public libraries serve about 
40% of the country’s population, or, let us 
say, 45,000,000 people, an expenditure of this 
average amount might mean about $3,200,000 
spent for books in the year. It is perhaps 
not safe to make estimates from facts gained 
from sixty city libraries, tho the total is 
perhaps not far from the true amount. Over 
and above this would be university libraries, 
business and school libraries. The total book 
consumption of the country has been estimated 
at about $1 per capita including textbooks, so 
that the total library expenditure is perhaps 
5% of the entire amount. 


A Printing Record 

HOSE editors conducting modest busi- 
Tess papers must pause to compliment 

the publishers in other fields when new 
records of circulation and printing are 
achieved. Such a record in the field of 
periodicals was made by the Pictorial Review 
When it printed 2,500,000 copies for its April 
number. Such figures in terms of print and 
Paper are almost staggering, or even in terms 
of logs cut to supply the material. The 
Pictorial Review prints on presses running in 
three shifts, and it does not stop for twenty- 
ive days from the time the number is begun. 
The magazine uses a pound of paper for 
each copy. This means more copies in a 
month than all but a half dozen of our pub- 
lishers would issue of books in a year, oF

more copies sent into American homes in a 
month than books issued by all the public 
libraries in the country in two months. 


Justice Ford’s Plans 


N a leading article in the New York Times 
| March 18th, Justice John Ford of the New 

York Supreme Court still further outlined 
his plans as president of the Clean Book 
League, which he organized on March 8th. 
The amendments that he calls for include as. 
a primal requisite “that if any part of the 
publication is obscene, the publication as a 
whole is obscene.” . Many who are as in- 
terested as Justice Ford in finding an answer 
to the problem of obscene books recognize 
that a revision of the law in that direction 
would make extreme difficulty for the courts 
if they tried to enforce it justly and extreme 
difficulty for the publishers and public if it 
were enforced rigidly. Much of the world’s 
best literature would suffer immediate and 
drastic curtailment if this were really made 
the rule. It would bring about expurgated 
editions of numerous books so that the Amer- 
ican reader could have but partial contact 
with them. Probably Justice Ford does not 
wish to cover so large an area but wishes 
a wording that would make it possible for 
the prosecutors of today to pick out individual 
paragraphs in current books and insist that 
the court decide on the character of those 
paragraphs rather than on the purpose and 
general impression of the book. While this 
would simplify current procedure, it opens 
up difficulties that wiser judges, such as 
Magistrate McAdoo, can foresee. 

His second point is “that the wording of 
the statute be clarified as to what. constitutes 
indecency.” 

Third, “that no judge shall have the power 
to determine whether a publication offends 
against the statutes and that this be made a 
question of fact for the jury in all cases 
where a jury is present.” 

Judging by the name of Justice Ford’s 
organization, the group is not going to attempt 
to face the task of cleaning up the magazine 
and newsstands of the country, but devote 
itself wholly to books. The District 
Attorney’s office is drawing a bill to be sub- 
mitted to his committee, and when that is 
submitted it can be judged whether it is an 
effort that will help along or hinder a cause 
in which all of the book-trade ought to be 
thoroly interested.

tie-up are of such recent development tha; 
they are known to only a few booksellers 
The pamphlet which Grosset & Dunlap are 
circulating reproduces three editorial pages 
from recent issues of the Motion Pictyre 
World which is described as being the 
magazine “which is to the exhibitor what the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY is to the bookseller” 
These editorials show that the best and most 
popular motion pictures have all been based 
upon popular novels.

Now-a-days almost every novel which be- 
comes a best seller appears in motion pictures 
and the copyright editions are so inexpensive 
that they sell readily if the bookseller and 
exhibitor co-operate in the publicity. To 
prove the truth of these statements there is 
a list of some of the big novels which have 
proved highly successful to the booksellers 
and exhibitor.

field. 
About Children’s Libraries 


NNA Gertrude Hall, Consulting Librarian 

of the H. R. Huntting Co., Springfield, 
Mass., has prepared a small booklet on “Library 
Work With Children in Small Libraries.” In 
it Miss Hall says, among many excellent 
things, First: Remember that the library really 
wants the children. Any form of discipline 
or restraint that turns children away from the 
library is wrong. Second: Remember that the 
children do not own the library. Have reason- 
able rules, and enforce them reasonably and 
consistently. The general rules should be: 
first, quiet; second, clean hands and faces; one 
book at a time. There are three main rules 
to be followed in building up the children’s 
book collection: (1) Have enough books; (2) 
Keep them in good condition; (3) Select them 
conservatively. From one-third to one-half 0! 
the small library’s book fund should be spent 
on children’s books. There are several good 
books which outline the principles to be fol- 
lowed in selecting children’s books: C. W. 
Hunt, ‘What Shall We Read to the Children?’ ; 
A. C. Moore, ‘Roads to Childhood’; F. J. Ol- 
cott, ‘Children’s Reading’; Fay and Eaton,

HE life of an average book may per- 
T =o be measured by its behavior under 

the conditions of frequent use in the 
Free Library. Certain types of books after 
being issued a few times to readers need 
rebinding, and too often are even then in 
such’ poor condition that they cannot profit- 
ably be bound, it being cheaper to purchase 
new copies. Other books wear well the first 
vear or two, and can be reissued another 
20 or 300 times after re-binding. In many 
cases the final cause of rejection is the dirty 
condition of the pages, rather than wear and 
tear. 
The modern development of printing and 
the new processes for the mechanical pro- 
duction of illustrations has given rise to a 
orresponding development in paper-making 
for the manufacture of papers calculated to 
be most suitable in particular processes of 
illustration. It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that the paper may be suitable for the 
immediate effect desired, but in point of dur- 
ability it may be very low in the scal:. This 
is perhaps ™ost readily exemplified by the 
injudicious use of heavy art papers. It is 
surprising after the many years’ experience 
with this class of material that so many books 
are printed on such paper, the durability of 
which can only be guaranteed when the book 
is never used and is kept carefully packed 
away on a dry shelf. 





Factors Which Influence the Publisher 


The publisher, in selecting a paper for a 
hook, is chiefly concerned with items which 
may be put in the following order of im- 
portance, and his decision largely rests with 
the first. 

) The nature of the illustrations and the 
1od proposed for reproducing same. 

_ (2) The possibility of using the same paper 
‘or the letterpress and the illustrations. 

(3) The ultimate price of the book to the 
wholesale stationer. 

‘4) Bulk, a factor which would be placed 
igher in the schedule for reward books and 
School prizes, 


‘5) Weight and dimensions of the finished 


ook.

This schedule probably applies to most 


novels, technical and scientific books,. educa- 
tional works, and general literature. 

The extreme cases are best illustrated by 
considering the strong ‘contrasts ‘which are 
afforded by the demand for a high-class 
printing paper as compared with a cheap 
mechanical wood pulp paper. In the first 
case the book is produced on. the best quality 
rag paper, the price being a secondary matter, 
a condition which is doubtless highly pleasing 
to one’s sense of technical appreciation. 

We may note here the production of limited 
editions with a maximum durability as the 
result. In the early days of paper-making 
when the only material available was rag, the 
question of durability settled itself, because 
the raw material was most suitable and the 
chemical processes involved in treatment were 
of the simplest possible order. 

In the second case the demand in modern 
days is for a large temporary circulation, with 
cheaper reprints, letterpress, illustrations, and 
binding. 

The conditions in this case are concerned 
chiefly with low costs, immediate and small 
profits, and easily produced reprints. The 
question of durability sinks into insignificance. 

The development of book production of 
recent years has taken place along certain 
well-defined lines, created largely by new 
mechanical processes of illustration. 

Photogravure and collotype require high- 
class rag paper of specific make and finish. 

Half-tone work is only possible on art paper 
or imitation art paper. 

Off-set printing and litho work require each 
its own special paper for the best results. 

For ordinary letterpress applicable to all 
classes of paper, zesthetic- consideration plays 
some part in the choice of paper. 

The qualities of bulk and weight have given 
birth to that very questionable material kriown 
as antique, used in overwhelming proportion 
for works of fiction. It is fairly safe to say 
that 90 per cent. of the rejected books with- 
drawn from library circulation during the last 
ten years were printed on this class of paper 

and many of them’ thrown out within two 


years of purchase. 


Cotton Rag and Mechanical Wood Pulp 


The life of a book. is determined partly 
by the nature of the actual constituents and 
partly by what one may term—the physical 
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construction of the sheet. The question of the 
relation of the life of a book to the fibrous 
and mineral elements of the paper has only 
arisen since 1860, the date when vegetable 
materials other than cotton and linen rag 
were introduced for paper-making. The dura- 
bility of rag may be traced to the simple 
fact that the fibre already contains over 98 
per cent of pure paper-making fibre known 
as cellulose, and with new textile cuttings it 
is possible to produce a high-class paper with- 
out any chemical treatment whatever, akin to 
the present system of boiling with caustic 
soda or subsequent bleaching required for 
second-class rag. 

In strong contrast to such fibre may be 
mentioned mechanical wood pulp, which is 
of totally different composition and contains 
all the woody and resinous constituents far 
removed in chemical purity from cotton 
cellulose, easily oxidised by exposure to air, 
and rendering the paper quite brittle in a few 
years. On the other hand, this particular class 
of wood fibre can be treated by well-known 
chemical processes to remove all the non- 
fibrous constituents and to give a_ purified 
cellulose as durable as rag pulp. 


Books for Library Use 


The desirability of keeping mechanical wood 
pulp out of all books other than cheap editions 
of no real value is well recognized. One has, 
therefore, to consider the physical qualities of 
an ordinary library book paper rather than 
its fibrous constituents. 

The investigations made for the Library 
Association by the writer in 1909 showed that 
the books of short life were printed on paper 
of the following description:—(1) Thick, 
rough antique paper; (2) heavily loaded, 
thick, supercalendered paper; (3) heavy art 
paper. 

Books of lasting quality, regarding 150 issues 
as a minimum, were usually printed on 
machine finished or calendered paper of 
medium weight and moderate thickness. 

It follows that the life of a book is de- 
termined by attention to the sundry physical 
qualities which go to its makeup. Perhaps 
this is most readily shown by taking an 
antique paper, so popular with most pub- 
lishers, as a basis for consideration. An an- 
tique paper is usually made of esparto con- 
taining as little fibrous material per square 
inch as it is possible to get into a sheet. This 
has been aptly described by Mr. Chivers as 
a soufflée of pulp. The only advantage, if 
any, in the use of such paper is the light 
weight of the book, making it convenient for 
the reader to hold, and freedom from glare 
so common with many book papers finished 
off in a different manner. 
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It is interesting to notice that the 
fibrous material treated in a totally differen 
manner so as to produce a close, dense oo 
of paper gives a paper of good lasting ¢ quality, 

A book printed on antique Paper possesses 
a first life of only 50 issues, while a no rmal 
esparto paper would give a book having a 
life of considerably over 400 issues. This 
sufficient evidence to show that the life of the 
book does not depend so much on the “a 
constituents as on the physical structure 

It will be found that papers of this clas; 
lose much of their tensile strength wher 
folded, and the frequent turning over of the 
pages of the book reduces the strength sti 
further and lessens the resistance to wear 
and tear.

Paper for Library Books 


A suitable paper for the average library 
book, having regard to the imperative neces- 
sity of moderate price, should fulfil the fol- 
lowing conditions :— 

1. Fibrous Constituents.—Esparto and 
chemical wood pulp in any convenient pro- 


portions. 

2. Mineral Matter—Should not exceed 15 
per cent. 

3. Bulk—The thickness of the paper 


should not exceed .125 to .150 millimetres 
(.0050 to .0060 inches). Papers much thicker 
are apt to crack when folded and the leaves 
do not lie flat when the book is opened. 

4. Strength—The strength of the paper 
cannot be specified in definite figures as this 
factor would largely depend upon the bulk 
or thickness, as well as the nature and propor- 
tions of the fibrous constituents. 

In general terms it is sufficient to state 
that the pulp should be beaten so as to give 
a close, dense sheet of maximum strength 
Such papers not to lose more than 50 per 
cent of their strength when folded four times. 

5. “Direction” of Paper—It is well known 
that the machine direction of the paper ' 
stronger than the cross direction. The life 
of a book may be prolonged by making the 
machine direction of the paper parallel with 
the width of the book, ie, across the pagt 
from the back of the book to the edge. 

6. Illustrations—If art paper is resorte ed 
to for the purpose of illustration it is better 
to use a thin art paper coated on one side 
only and to sew in those loose leaves in 
preference to pasting.

The Gentle Customer Speaks on Attertion vs. Attendance

EDWARD NEWTON'S slogan has not 

A produced a perfection reaction in me, 
* .Itho I do buy a book frequently enough, 

| believe, to compensate the bookseller for the 
browsing space I occupy from time to time in 
his store. And I find the habit grows upon 
ne, until sometimes artificial methods become 
necessary to prevent further inroads on one’s 
weekly allowance. I have frequently come to 
the point at which I must needs implore a 
friend’s aid to pilot me safely past a book- 
store, or I deliberately put wax in my ears by 
choosing another street. And matters are 
coing from bad to worse—we now have 
another periodical—the International Book 
Review to tempt us on the downward path 

f extravagance in book-buying! 

Often my excursions are prompted not by 
a desire to inspect in the flesh some book of 
which I have read a review, but merely an 
adventurous impulse to see what I can see. 
And it is especially on such journeys that the 
selling methods of Bookstore Number One 
irritate me to the point—almost—of renounc- 
ing the unprofitable business of book buying 
forever. 

In the first place, the size of the store is 
not commensurate with the size of the stock. 
In plain words, things, books and people are 
decidedly congested. As you enter, you almost 
‘all over a huge pile of books, usually the 
latest best seller, arranged in solid phalanx 
trom the floor up, the quantity display perhaps 
designed to induce an impression of quality 
also. You stop, of course, but before you 
have finished the first sentence of the blurb, 
a suave sort of floorwalker offers his services. 
Aiter a mumbled apologetic admission that 
you are merely “looking around” you hastily 
move on, feeling somehow that you are 
intringing on the privileges of the place. When 
you have threaded your way far enough inland 
to teel comparatively safe from pursuit, you 
stop before a tier of essays, and are glancing 
thru a recent new and seductive volume, when 
ani ther salesman appears in the offing. “Beg 
ardon, but . . .”, and rapidly proceeds to 
©'dow you aside to reach a book high on the 
shelt for a waiting customer. 

You thereupon sidle off over to the History 
“cove and are inspecting the most recent 
inside information on the Great War when 
an alert young woman informs you that it is 





“the very latest and most authoritative book, 
by Colonel Buchan, you know, who was . 

etc. etc.” Her loquacity interrupts your dawn- 
ing interest in the first-hand story, and you 
ask to be directed to the Nature books, hoping 
her beat is confined to History and wishing 
she belonged to it instead of the Present. 


The Nature section comprises a large and 
apparently attractive selection, but is so 
arranged that the space contiguous to the 
Shelves will accommodate about three people, 
and that is already filled, with others standing 
in line. This is the final rebuff—your little 
adventure suddenly loses savor; you abruptly 
reduce it to a commercial errand and ask the 
next clerk for the classic you intended to buy 
next week for your club paper. You feel 
that you have thus compensated the manage- 
ment for the considerable amount of attention 
you have apparently demanded, but your dis- 
position is decidely ruffled. As you gain the 
front door with a sigh of relief, you vow 
that henceforth you will order all books by 
mail, or cease buying at all and devote your- 
self to that neglected five-foot shelf. But the 
lure of the really fine stock, and the bond of 
custom, tempt you the next week to enter 
again, and with about the same results. 


In Bookstore Number Two, the largest of 
its kind in another city, the aisles are wide and 
inviting, and the arrangement of books such 
that examination is easy and alluring. You 
have the time of your life for the first fifteen 
minutes, and then it occurs to you that since 
you are here you might as well purchase that 
volume of Ruskin for grandmother’s birthday. 
You wonder where Ruskin can be found, and 
turn to inquire, but lo, 20 inquiree is visible. 
At length you venture to approach and ask a 
young lady who is serving another customer 
to direct you to Ruskin. “In the rear,” she 
replies, waving you thither with a vague 
gesture. You proceed leisurely down the 
aisle, and eventually reaching some glass 
enclosed cases of leather, decide that this looks 
about like Ruskin. You begin to search thru 
the M’s, P’s, working, you hopefully judge, 
toward the R’s. But no Ruskin shows up. 
Neither does a salesman. You wander on, and 
gradually losing your casual interest, are re- 
solved to have that particular book or die. 
You will open the case, seize the book, and 
thrust your money upon the clerk in the 
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stationery department, if necessary. But 
evidently Ruskin has been extremely popular, 
or entirely neglected. He remains absent in 
toto. 

Recently you have learned that there is a 
“Wayfarers’ Bookshop” down a side street 
where the stock, if not so complete, is well 
chosen, and where the clerks are in evidence 
but not ubiquitous. There is plenty of room 
and you may sit on a bench, uninterrupted, as 
long as you like and sample the wares till you 
find something to your taste. A clerk always 
seems to be available, and if he hasn’t your 
book, he will send it to you in a few days. 
You have begun to feel that here is the ideal 
place to do your browsing—and buying—and 
that the quality of service more than compen- 
sates for the limitations in choice. 

Perhaps the very size of big stores precludes 
that charm of atmosphere and perfection of 
service that the little ones achieve. Quantity 
production—that fetish of America—usually 
means impersonal quality in the output. Or 
perhaps my experiences are too limited to 
warrant my drawing general conclusions. But 
one thing I know—the customer wants suff- 
cient service, but not too much; attention with- 
out attendance; space and leisure to look 
about, without lack of courtesy and interest 
on the part of the salesman; and the big 
establishments fail more often than the small 
ones to strike the golden mean between the 
two types of service. And the achievement of 
this golden mean will do more than any other 
factor in bookselling to attract and hold the 
customer. 

Your time is getting limited, and there is 
the song book to buy for little Robert, as you 
promised. With a painful sense of defeat, 
you finally leave the region of the leathers, 
and stalk toward the most likely looking cor- 
ner for children’s books. You tackle a hurry- 
ing young man and demand to be led to 
children’s songs. “They will be right there, 
if we have them,” says he perfunctorily, and 
you search right there. Several very large, 
profusely and expensively illustrated books 
come to light, but these were not what you 
wanted—just a little inexpensive collection of 
simple bedtime airs. Ah, you have it—you 
spy the sign “Toys and School Supplies” and 
descend the basement stairs hopefully. 

The young lady below insists that the chil- 
dren’s books are on the floor above. You 
suggest, “May not there be some song books 
among the school supplies?” She consents to 
look and eventually brings out Grade II, which 
is just what you are looking for. You prevail 
upon her to accept your 42 cents and hurriedly 
regain the steps, remembering in the fleeing 
moments that a renewal of your Bookman 
subscription is overdue.

Philadelphia a Rare Book Center 


Fb HILADELPHIA has always been a leader 
i buying and selling rare books; never more 
than today, said the Philadelphia Evening 
wictin not very long ago. One of the most 
defatigable of collectors, Dr. A. S. W. Rosen- 
has brought to this city some of the most 
chly prized editions, including first folios of 
shakespeare, first editions of French and Eng- 
sh novels, old Italian manuscripts and other 
terary treasures of the Old World. Another, 
san V. Henkels, has devoted the greater part 
f his life to selling books, papers, pictures, 
ints and letters at auction, many of them 
ustituting rare finds for collectors, is one 
f the leading authorities on Americana, par- 
icularly as regards Washington and Lincoln.

“Among the “hook men” of other days were 
“Peter Peppercorn,” R. E. Peterson and 
George Brotherhead. “Peppercorn,” whose 
real name was Price, was a writer of note; 
Peterson was a publisher as well as dealer; 
Brotherhead was a librarian as well as book- 
seller. When Price opened his shop it was 
said he knew how to read but not how to 
write. Nevertheless, in time, he became one 
of the most brilliant political satirists of his 
day. The old Peterson house, which once 
employed George W. Childs as a salesman, 
located at Fifth and Arch Streets, was widely 
known as the publishers of Allibone’s “Dic- 
tionary of Authors,” of Dr. Elisha Kent 
Kane’s Arctic narratives, and of Judge 
Bouvier’s dictionary of law. One of its not- 
able achievements was the ngagement of 
George Sharswood, Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania, to edit Black- 
stone’s Commentaries, the Sharswood edition 
put forth by them still constituting the stand- 
ard introductory text-book for all American 
students of law. Brotherhead, who began as 
an old book-dealer, opened, during the Civil 
War, on Thirteenth Street, near Walnut, a 
circulating library of 50,000 volumes, the larg- 
est private library of its type the city had ever 
known. In later years he had an imitator in 
Major Wilson, the book-selling librarian on 
Walnut Street, near Twelfth, whose murder 
in his shop remains one of Philadelphia’s mys- 
teries. At one time, when the old bookmen 
clustered about Independence Square, the cen- 
ter of the city government and the courts, a 
dealer was given selling space in Congress 
Hall, where he remained for some years until 
the pressure of public opinion and _ political 
interference forced the discontinuance of this 
use of public property. In that end of the 
city, the stalls of these old bookmen had many 
predecessors running back to Revolutionary 
Days.” 


U. S. Government World’s Big- 
gest Publisher 


HE statistics recently made public by 

George H. Carter, head of the Government 
Printing Office at Washington,’ show that dur- 
ing 1922 more than 55,000,0000 copies of pub- 
lications were mailed to the public. This is an 
increase of 6,000,000 over the previous year. 
There were 47,921,004 copies distributed free 
and the remaining 5,320,806 copies which were 
sold brought $345,000 into the Treasury. 












































English Book-Trade News 


(From Our London Correspondent) 


HE spring has opened extremely well, 

much better, on the whole, than last year. 

Many important books are making their 
appearance and there are still several big 
items to come. This week Michael Sadleir’s 
new novel “Desolate Splendour” has appeared 
and considerable space is being given to it in 
the press. Such prompt attention indicates, very 
definitely, the high position Mr. Sadleir holds 
among the younger present day novelists. We 
hear that “Desolate Splendour” is in great 
demand and should be sure of a big reception 
in the United States. Then Mr. Churchill’s 
book about the war, “The World Crisis,” is 
feverishly awaited. Some of the chapters have 
been printed in recent issues of the 7imes. 
There is a report that Mr. Churchill received 
$25,000 for serial rights. Mr. Churchill’s 
manner of writing is as graphic as ever. The 
work is bound to have a great sale. These 
are the two conspicuous works of the moment, 
but the spring season is rich in promising 
books, and travelers speak of improvement 
all over the country. While the present govern- 
ment has not come up to the mark of their 
promises at the last election, there is more 
confidence in their measures, and this always 
encourages trade. In addition to all this, the 
recent industrial disturbance in the bookbind- 
ing trade is on the fair road towards settle- 
ment, and with this trouble out of the way, 
it will be practicable to settle down to a 
development of many interesting plans which 
had been laid out at the beginning of the year. 
Among recent visiting publishers from America 
have been Mr. Macrae of Duttons, Mr. Dom- 
inick and Mr. F. Brett Stokes. Then Mr. 
Knopf is arriving shortly, and today we met 
Mr. Stacey, head of the book department at 
the Emporium, San Francisco. 

It was very interesting to read somewhere, 
the other day, that Sherwood Anderson, whose 
books Mr. Cape publishes here, would sooner 
have written “Moby Dick” than anything else 
he can think of. Many of us would say the 
same thing.

ner. With very few exceptions, the most 
successful concerns— and this includes pub- 
lishers—have a definite advertising program 
with a specified budget and look upon ad- 
vertising as a permanent investment. 

Advertising works slowly, as a glacier 
does. It sometimes takes a period of from 
two to four years for an advertising campaign 
to become really effective. The reason it 
takes advertising so long to act is because 
many people’s minds are like marble, and 
the idea conveyed by the advertising must 
be carved in slowly, but, after it is carved 
in, it stays there. It is well that their minds 
are like marble and not putty which would 
be capable of constantly changing. 


Advertise the Book Before It Is Written 

The possibilities for popularizing religious 
books by advertising are not nearly so great 
as for a new breakfast food or a new radio 
outfit, it is true; but, nevertheless, oppor- 
tunities exist, and they should not be neg- 
lected merely because the field seems to be 
somewhat restricted. Religious books are not 
alone in their partial neglect. Good fiction 
and books of general import are having the 
same trouble. 

Someone has estimated that there are, in 
round numbers, an approximate total of 
100,000,000 volumes printed and published in 
the United States each year. The records do 
not show how many are sold and read. Who 
is there at this critical time to champion the 
cause of good literature in general, and to 
interest readers in religious books in par- 
ticular? What chance is there for the good 
book: for the book whose appeal is intellectual 
or spiritual? In the face of gigantic com- 
petition can people be made to realize that 
it is more important to feed the intellect and 
the soul than to cater entirely to the senses? 

Here is a tremendous task and it means 
much more than the mere selling of a few 
books. It means the molding of human 
thoughts, habits, and character for generations 
to come. It is a work that must have the 
solid support of the missionary and education- 
al interests of all denominations in order to 
insure any measure of success. 

Statistics of American book production 
show a total of 568 new religious books 
published in the United States during 1922, 
not including pamphlets and new editions of

old books. This number was exceeded by 
only one other classification—fiction, with a 
total of 758 new publications. 


Someone has aptly said that the training 
of a child should begin three generations 
before it is born. It might well be said that 
the advertising of a book should begin before 
it is written (in rare cases, it is). First of 
all, it should be well written to fill a real 
need or it will have no cause for existence. 
More harm can be done to the cause of re- 
ligious books by attempting to force the sale 
of mediocre and useless publications than by 
limiting the books published to those that 
will fill a real need. The acid test of need, 
purpose, and possible sales might well be 
applied to every manuscript in addition to its 
literary quality and the influence of its author. 
The public, given fewer religious books from 
which to make a selection, would be less likely 
to succumb to confusion and inertia. Sales 
would be correspondingly better, profits 
greater, and fewer books would die in the 


first edition. 


Advertising Mediums For Religious Books 


Once upon a time religious books were 
quite popular with the general public. <A 
certain history of advertising contains repro- 
ductions of advertisements and _ handbills 
issued about two hundred years ago announc- 
ing lotteries to the residents of London and 
offering as prizes Bibles, “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
and “Paradise Lost.” It is recorded that 
the lotteries were well patronized and very 
successful. 

The appropriation for the advertising of 
religious books should be as generous as 
possible. Perhaps a fixed sum can be set 
aside for each book published, or a percent- 
age of the year’s gross business, which 1s 
the method adopted by many of the success- 
ful, larger, national advertisers of other 
products. 

The great problem is how to spend this 
money in order to reap the best harvest and 
to select the advertising mediums that will 
produce the most satisfactory results. If the 
appropriation is large enough, the advice of 
a competent advertising agency will prove 
invaluable. The agency will have broad 
enough knowledge of all periodicals to ap- 
praise, properly and intelligently, religious as 
well as secular papers. The efficient advertis- 
ing agency is always on the lookout for 
misstatements and pernicious practices (of 
which the woods are full) in order to pro- 
tect his client, who, without the aid of such 
scrutiny, might often be guided by sentiment 
(denominational or otherwise) in placing his 
advertising and run the risk of being the 
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victim of some publication’s 
methods.

The Ad is Like a Drama 
Advertising copy has improved in quality 
ind effectiveness at an amazing rate in the 
last decade. Trick copy wth ridiculous illus- 
trations and outlandish typesetting has almost 
entirely disappeared. There is a greater re- 
finement and dignity in the copy of today 
and a finer balancing of the various units of 
the advertisements, a better correlation of 

art and copy so that each may effectively 
supplement, emphasize, and augment the value 

i the other. A well-worded advertisement 
nay be compared to a drama. It must open 
up well to grip the reader’s interest. It must 
then lead him up, step by step, to the climax, 
r the point of most intense interest, then 
it must cut short, for the reader’s interest 
wanes quickly after the climax. 

So much for the individual effort of each 
publisher, but the greatest ultimate results 
will come from a carefully planned co-oper- 
ative campaign of advertising publicity and 
propaganda in addition to the above, sup- 
ported by all publishers of religious books 
for the purpose of putting the religious book 
and good reading in the proper place of 
esteem with the reading public.

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How the Modern Novelist 
Sees Life 


I ELOISE E. HERSEY’S long discussion 
of the modern novel, in the Boston Eve- 
ning Transcript of February 17, may be re- 
duced to the alternative that novelists today 
have a distorted view of life—or, if they paint 
a true picture, modern society is going to 
the dogs. 

Professor E. R. Sill devised years ago a 
test of excellence in the novel; “In the novel 
perfection would consist in imparting to us 
profound life truths, pure emotions, noble in- 
tentions, and doing this in connection with 
the opportunity to live in imagination thru 
the most significant experiences of human 
life.” 

The conversations in the modern novel are 
clever and realistic and the manner of giving 
but a single glimpse of a character’s physical 
appearance—a glimpse that indicates the dom- 
inant quality of the individual, these Miss Her- 
sey approves. 


“Another of the obvious characteristics of 
these novels is that they deal largely with 
problems arising out of the call of the senses 
—the love of pleasure or of power. The 
women seek in irresponsible and reckless 
fashion any sort of diversion. The men de- 
sire wealth not because it will bring them op- 
portunities to better the world, but because 
it will buy for them swift motor cars and 
luxurious surroundings, and food and wine 
and beautiful women beyond the dream even of 
the Turk. More than one recent novel is 
given over in every chapter and every page to 
the part which sex plays in life. The action 
of the book is dominated by this one emotion. 
The hope of the virtuous, the despair of the 
disappointed, the apprehension of the timid, 
the zeal and ambition of one and all are set 
forth for the satisfaction of one ruling. 


“Human character at its best shows a fine 
balance of the three great functions of men 
and women—thinking, feeling, willing. Of 
course neither surgeon, psychologist nor edu- 
cator can separate these activities from each 
other. None the less, we recognize their 
proper balance as essential to happy and useful 
living. ‘The woman over-weighted emotion- 
ally and poor intellectually or with a feeble 
will is not a desirable citizen or a wise wife 
and mother. We desire for the world in 
which we live a group of men and women 
whose heads, hearts, wills make a well-adjust- 
ed triple force—each regulating and inspiring 
the others, and all working smoothly together 
to generous ends. Now the reader of recent 
fiction will observe that most of the charac- 
ters in these novels deal in emotions rather

Besides a great deal of 
material about the printing and stationery 
business, it also gives a list of the publishers 
of India, 69 in number, most of whom are 
located in Bombay and Calcutta, of the 
booksellers, 176 in number, and of the news- 
papers and periodicals. The table of publish- 
ing output for the country shows that there 
were 2,092 books published in English or 
other European languages during the last year 
of statistics, 1918-19. There were 9,687 books 
published in native languages.

Not 
only do Montreal and Quebec, Toronto and 
Winnipeg come under the orbit of American 
life, not only do they share in the same sweep 
of emotions that have inspired the production 
of the works most characteristic of modern 
American literature, but Canadian writers 
depend, in large part, upon the American 
market for the sale of their works. 

“It would be a penny-wise pound foolish 
sort of policy to erect a barrier against Amer- 
ican literature that in turn might cause us t 
retaliate against the works of those Canadian 
writers who are now read so widely on this 
side of the border. The erection of artifical 
barriers to stop the free circulation of books 
can do little good. A national school of lit- 
erature cannot be created by such artificial 
methods. Better the principle of Jaissez faire 
than an attempt to make first-class novels, 
poems and plays to order by stifling those very 
influences which are most favorable to the pro- 
duction of literature.

Books for Europe Needed 


HE American Library Association has 

appealed to libraries to solicit books for use 
in the American Library in Paris, and to meet 
the requests for American publications which 
come from other countries in Europe. 

Dr. W. Dawson Johnston, librarian of the 
American Library in Paris, says: “If this is 
to become a center of information in regard 
to American institutions, literature, and 
thought, we need (1) files of the more im- 
portant American periodicals, (2) the publica- 
tions of the more important national societies, 
especially those reflecting public opinion, (3) 
other works of reference relating to America, 
such as those listed in Kroeger’s Guide, (4) 
collected editions of the writings of our rep- 
resentative writers and public men, and (5) il- 
lustrated books on American art and architec- 
ture, especially the latter.” 

There is need also for American books in 
other parts of Europe. Col. Robert E. Olds, 
formerly director of the Red Cross in Europe, 
is now in New York in the interest of the 
American Library in Paris. He says: “That 
the greater part of the population of the con- 
tinent of Europe is now effectively cut off 
from intellectual intercourse with America is 
indisputably a matter of deep concern to these 
people as well as to us. The contact with the 
intelligent classes of Central and Eastern 
Europe—a surprising number of whom read 
our language and are eager to keep in touch 
with us—no longer exists, and there seems little 
prospect of its being repaired by restoration 
of political and economic equilibrium, within 
such period of time as to prevent irreparable 
damage. Two new states, . have recently 
been forced to repeal legislation making our 
language the preferred foreign language in their 
schools and to substitute German. The sug- 
gestion is confidently advanced that the intel- 
lectual isolation of several millions of per- 
sons in Germany, Austria, Hungary, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, the Baltic States the Bal- 
kans and Russia, if permitted long to continue, 
is fraught with more danger to the peace of 
the world than any other single factor in the 
situation.” 

The present status of foreign exchange 
makes the purchase of American publications 
by the countries mentioned practically impos- 
sible. If Europeans are to be kept in touch 
with what America is doing, their libraries 
must be provided with American books for a 
time at least, free of charge. 

Almost any kind of books about America of 
comparatively recent date and in good con- 
dition will be acceptable. In many cases an 
edition other than the latest will be satisfac- 
tory. Encyclopedias, American History, 
Travel, Biography, Economics, Education, 
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Sociology, Municipal gm ent 
Science, Technology and Literaty; are 
desired. Children’s books of the very S tal 
kind will not be out of place. a

work. Well, I think we have said enough 
on that subject, but I do wish that every one 
of us could burn that thought indelibly into 
our minds, that we are not predestined to 
failure, that circumstances are not against us 
but that we can escape being underlings by 
our own efforts.” 

Mr. Brown turned the pages in his note 
book. 

“You remember,” he said, “that when we 
were on the subject of New Year’s resolutions, 
I told you that I had made one myself and 
that I intended to tell you about it. I haven’t 
forgotten it, but our meetings have been so 
full that I simply haven’t got around to it. 
I have a bunch of notes in this little book 
that I want to clean up as rapidly as possible. 
My resolution was a little more general in 
character than most of yours. In point of 
fact I really made two resolutions. One was 
that I would increase my personal equipment 
during the present year, the other was that I 
would make greater efforts to understand and 
appreciate you better and work with you to 
our mutual advantage. You remember when 
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we took inventory in January? Well, I felt 
that was a good time to take inventory of 
myself, to examine myself to see whether I 
should be compelled to make a heavy allow- 
ance for depreciation or if I could claim to 
have added to my personal equipment during 
the year. It is well to bear in mind that we 
cannot stand still in this matter. If a con- 
cern has added no new equipment during the 
year, it enters a heavy charge fo. depreciation 
and in the course of a comparatively few 
years, wipes it out entirely. So it is with 
personal equipment; if we fail to add to it, 
we shall very shortly bring our equipment to 
a point at which in all fairness we should 
enter its productive value as practically nil. 
It is especially easy, I think, for the man who 
has risen to a certain measure of responsibility 
to regard his status as pretty definitely fixed 
and to cease improving himself. That is why 
so many of the older men and women are 
regarded as fossils—they have ceased to 
learn and when you cease to learn you are 
not standing still, you are depreciating. There 
is no reason why men of any age should 
cease to progress, and if they do the fault is 
theirs and not their star’s. But the question 
of keeping up and improving personal equip- 
ment is your biggest job, too. You all know 
how quickly our stock would deteriorate if 
we failed to give it the sharpest attention 
every moment. Quite the same thing applies 
to our various abilities. If we permit our 
interest in our job to lag for a moment; if 
we go for a long period without reading, 
if we permit social engagements. to engross 
our attention too greatly, we are falling 
victims of stand-still-itis which quickly be- 
comes that terrible disease deterioration. 

So I determined .that my biggest job 
this year, and I think it is yours, too, is 
to make constant, conscious effort to im- 
prove myself in every way that will make 
me a better all round man in the position I 
am filling. This means doing a lot of things; 
among them, studying literature, standard and 
current, avoiding such great attention to the 
books of the moment that I do not gradually 
improve my knowledge of the books that 
are imperishable. I feel that a bookstore that 
sells nothing but the lighter fiction of the 
passing moment is only a step above the 
newsvendor on the corner; it means studying 
men, improving my acquaintance, studying 
business methods; studying advertising, keep- 
ing reasonably in touch with current happen- 
ings; keeping an alert, open mind, avoiding 
ruts and prejudices. These are just a few 
of the things that I must bear constantly in 
mind if I am going to prevent depreciation 
from creeping into my self inventory at the 
end of the year. Well, that’s my resolution, 
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and I think it is a good one, and | hope | 
can in a measure live up to it.” is 

“I wish that every business man and woma, 
in the United States could have heard j:” 
said Miss Lister, enthusiastically. 

Mr. Brown was visibly pleased with thi 
high compliment. | 

“Is there anything further?” he asked.

They 
all have them in stock.” 


From this you will see that your statements 
that any subscriber sending $1.50 for a new 
subscription can have his choice, etc., and 
that any person can obtain the book plus the 
magazine for less than the price of the book, 
and also the later statement that The Ladies’ 
Home Journal in this advertisement is offer- 
ing premiums to obtain circulation, are entirely 
inaccurate and incorrect. Neither The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, nor either of our other maga- 
zines offers premiums of any nature to obtain 
circulation. The advertisement in question 
clearly states that it is not a premium offer, 
that the book is given in return for a ser- 
vice rendered, which is the securing and send- 
ing to us of a new full-paid yearly subscrip- 
tion to the magazine at $1.50.

What Is A Wholesaler ? 


VERY important decision was passed 

down on March 14th by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New York. This 
decision sustains the contention of the Mennen 
Company that they were not obliged to make 
the same prices to chain stores or groups of 
retailers organized for cooperative purchase as 
they gave to wholesalers performing the regular 
function of jobbing merchandise. The decision 
was written by Judge Henry Wade Rogers. 
Gilbert H. Montague was counsel for the Men- 
nen Company, and the Wholesale Dry Goods 
Association and several other trade associations 
were represented by counsel in support of the 
Mennen contention. The decision not only per- 
mits the Mennen Company to refrain from giv- 
ing wholesale rates to those who are really 
retailers tho buying a large quantity, but also 
permits them to refuse to sell to retailers if 
so desired. 

Large buying units, especially in the drug 
trade, or smaller units working together have 
endeavored to obtain the lowest wholesale rate 
by reason of the quantity purchased, and, in 
cases where they failed to do this, have argued 
before the Federal Trade Commission that the 
manufacturer was using unfair practice. Dis- 
counts thus obtained gave some retailers a 
decided advantage over others and tended gen- 
erally to upset the countrywide distribution of 
well-advertised products. 

The decision helps to define more clearly the 
position of the wholesale house as an organiza- 
tion performing certain definite distributive 
functions, which expense is covered by a mar- 
gin provided for that type of handling and for 
no other. This issue has never been raised 
in the book field, but it would mean that no 
publisher could be compelled to give the jobber’s 
rates to any distributive organization, whether 
it conducted branch stores and bought in quan- 
tities equal to jobbers or represented a co- 
operative group of retailers. Part of the writ- 
ten decision is as follows: 

“What the Mennen Company did was to allow 
to wholesalers who purchased a fixed quantity 
of their products a certain rate of discounts, 
while to the retailers who purchased the same 
quantities it denied the discount rates allowed 
to the wholesalers. This does; not indicate any 
purpose on the part of the Mennen Company 
to create or maintain a monopoly. 

“The company is engaged in an entirely pri- 
vate business and it has a right freely to exer- 
cise its own independent discretion as to whether 
it shall sell to wholesalers only or whether it 
shall sell to both wholesalers or retailers, and 
if it decides to sell to both it has a right to de- 
termine whether or not it shall sell to the re- 
tailers on the same terms it sells to the whole- 
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Rly 
salers. It may announce in advance +h. 
circumstances, that is, the terms, under which 
it will sell or refuse to sell.”

“In conclusion,” says the decision, “it ough: 
perhaps to be said that we have not been un- 
mindful of the fact that the Mennen Company 
in classifying purchasers into two groups, those 
of wholesalers and retailers, placed in the grow) 
of retailers a class of mutual or co-operative 
corporations which purchased in large quantities 
the Mennen products. These mutual or co-oper- 
ative corporations, it is admitted, consist solely 
of the retailers in the same line of trade. the 
stock being held exclusively by retailers. 

“The fact that these individuals, admitted by 
the counsel fer the Federal Trade Commission 
to be retailers, see fit for their own convenience 
to organize themselves into a corporation which 
they constitute their agent for purchasing pur- 
poses does not change their character or the 
character of their purchases, and convert them 
into wholesalers.” 
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Importance of Proof-Readers 


HE recent death of F. Horace Teall, one 

of the great dictionary makers of the 
country, has brought in many columns em- 
phasis on the importance of this work. Such 
emphasis is particulaily pertinent just now, 
because, with the general tendency to improve 
book-making in this country, there las not ap- 
parently yet been any increased care in proof 
reading, and many books of careful typo- 
graphy and presswork suffer because of care- 
lessness in this respect. The printer often lays 
the responsibility upon the author, but, after 
all, the author cannot read his own book 
without being more interested in its sense and 
nicety of expression than in the details of 
spelling, punctuation and _ capitalization. 
Neither can the author keep in mind con- 
sistency of method for which the printer's 
proof reader should be responsible. 


A good proof reader must have a broad 
knowledge of languages, of literature, history, 
and the names of public men in all countries. 
He must know the titles of books. He must 
have courage to challenge statements of 
authors and editors. Besides such knowledge, 
he must know about changing customs 11 
italicizing foreign words or in the use oF 
omission of accents. The real proof reader 
is an artist in his profession, and this country 
needs a new generation of them and new ¢1- 
couragement to those who can do the work.

The fine art books include 
a large number of rare and sumptuously 
illustrated works produced regardless of cost 
during the imperial regime. Other important 
additions are of Czechoslovakian works oi 
learned societies, periodicals and _ general 
literature. There are also many books in 
the Italian, Portuguese, Scandinavian and 
West African languages. These accessions 
make Harvard particularly strong in its 
philological departments. 


The first definitive edition of the “Poetical 
Works” of Leigh Hunt has just been pub- 
lished by the Oxford University Press.
